It can be attached to a derrick and.! 


do the work of derrick! ng. It can push plows, harrows, reap- 
ers, or almost any other kind of farm''implement: 
For the 


purposes of road construction it can excavate, load wagons 
and pull them away. As a street cleaner it has no equal—it 
sweeps, scrapes, hauls the watering cart and docs all the other 
municipal chores." 
' 


To some this may seem like an extravagant claim, but it is 


all substantially true. The different uses to which the tractor 
can be put are almost as numerous as the different kinds of 
work there are to be done. 
II is a most important facility in 


modern industry. 


And its real value is not yet fully realized by the majority 


of the people.. There are many farmers and others who are 
aware of its practicability and utility, but the mass of the peo- 
ple are not yet conscious of the fact that the tractor is today 
one of the most valuable ''mechanical productions of this 
mechanical age.
